American Nun Driven by Shélis From 
Convent Near Antwerp. 
LONDON, Oct. 7.—Sister Mary Mc- 
Laughlin of Skaneateles, N. Y., was 
among several hundred refugees from 
the vicinity of Antwerp to reach Lon- 

don today. 

Together with 80 other Augustinian 
Sisters, she was driven from the Fille de 
Marie Convent at Willebroeck, 50 miles 
south of Antwerp, by the bombarding 
of the fort at that place Sept. 29. Speak- 
ing of her experiences, Sister Mary 
said: 

“We stayed at the convent as long 
as possible to protect the property, but 
the school] being near the fort, shells 
struck our chapel and other buildings, 
shattering windows and wrecking the 
roofs. Driven out, we made our way two 
miles north to Boom, where we were 
told that that town had been destroyed. 

“Thursday we had to leave Boom on 
account of the bombardment. Finally, 
we reached Antwerp, but were ordered 
to leave there immediately. We were 
unable to get a boat until Monday night. 

“Two weeks ago woe sent all our pu- 
pile home from the convent, but in Ant- 
werp I met many of my girls among the 
rnenniless refugees fleeing from danger. 
Like many of our sisters, they had no 
place to go. One of our sisters is blind 
and another is paralytic; they are with- 
out relatives to whom they can turn. Our 
poor superior stayed with these invalids, 
trying to find a safe place for them in 
Antwerp. 


“I have been in Belgium teaching for 
138 years. Some of our helpless sisters 
have been in the convent for § years. 
All the members of their families are 
dead, and until we can get back to our

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SAILS FOR TURKEY 


Ambassador Declares He Hasn't 
Been Recalled—Stands by 
Recent Interview. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—A. Rustem Bey, 
Turkish Ambassador to the United 
States, sailed for Naples on the Italian 
liner Stampalia today, after announc- 
ing that he stood by the interview he 
gave in Washington recently and that 
he intended to return to the United 
States. On the pier today he said: 

“I have not resigned and I have not 
been recalled. I am still the Ambassa- 
dor from Turkey to the United States. 
I am going to Constantinople for sev- 
eral weeks on business and will then 
return to Washington. The only thing of 
any importance that I have heard late- 
ly is that on Oct. 1 all the foreign 
postoffices in Constantinople had been 
closed, but without ostentation.”’ 

The Ambassador was asked whether 
the abrogation of foreign concessions in 
Turkey ‘might lead to rioting and mas- 
sacres. 

“I resent that question,’’ the Ambas- 
sador replied. ‘“‘Why should there ove 
any massacre? We Turks resent the 
suggestion that we are apt to do any- 
‘thing terrible.” 

The Ambassador commented 
situation In Turkey by saying: 

“I do not expect that Turkey will be 
drawn into the war. The mobilization 
of troops is merely a matter of precau- 
tion. The Swiss have mobilized their 
troops, too, Dut there has been no sug- 
gestion that Switzerland might go to 
war. Ai] we Turks want is to be lett 
alone. 

“I do not believe that Italy will go 
to war and therefore I feel perfectly 
safe in traveling on a vessel that flies 
the Italian flag.

Germany, as Grant Did

the first two months of 

the great war in Europe, it 

was natural, it was inevitable, 
that the whole world should watch 
for and expect battles and cam- 
paigns which might be decisive. The 
reason was simple. The three great 
conflicts of the nineteenth century 
which had impressed themselves 
upon the imagination of mankind 
had been short and sharp. Na 
poleon’s Waterloo operations lasted 
barely two weeks. Six weeks meas: 
ured the extent of the Austro-Prus- 
sian war. Forty-four days after the 
declaration of war in the Franco- 
Prussian conflict, Napoleon III sur- 
rendered and Bazaine was immured 
in Metz. 

At the outses of the present war, 
too, all the preliminary operations 
seemed to promise one more swift, 
sure, fatal drive of the enemy of 
France. German mobilization was 
complete by Aug. 14. 

On Aug. 2 German armies stood in 
Brussels, and three days later they 
broke through the first line of French 
defense, after defeating the allies at 
Mons and Charlerol. Ten days after 
the occupation of Brussels, Laon and 
Lafere, the second line of French de- 
fence had been pierced, and there 
was no further line of permanent 
forts between the French capital and 
the victorious German army. 

Ne Quick Decision Now. 

Now, however, in the opening days 
of the third month, it is becoming 
patent that we are no longer to look 
for a quick decision. 


Sedans and Waterloos are possible, 
before nations are in arms, before 
millions of men have taken position, 
in numbers fairly equal, along lines 
equally defensible, and sustained by 
resources in men, in money, in sup- 
plies wholly unexhausted and, for im- 


Such a transition, in popular expec- 
tation, in the character of: military 
operations, was wholly discernible, 
both in the North and in the South, 
by the close of the second year of the 
Civil War. Confederate Generals who 
had talked glibly of a speedy capture 
of Washington, Uniop *,0!l!'ticlans and 
soldiers who had chatted about «a 
syift sweep “on to Richmond,” had 
become silent. 

Already there were in either army 
sound thinkers who recognised that 
neither side could win by any single 
victory. The collapse of McClel.- 


lan’s campaign on the Peninsula, 
the bloody defeat of the second Ma- 
nassas, had been promptly followed 
by the solid stand at Antietam. On 
the defensive, both armies had shown 
that they could not be destroyed. 

By 1863 the Civil War had resolved 
itself into a frank test of endurance. 
The North had control of the sea, 
the advantage of numbers, of wealth, 
of industrial resources; the South, 
the strength. that comes from a de- 
fensive position, a united and deter- 
mined population and a military pres- 
tige still unshaken. As to patriotic 
resolution, there could be no question 
that both the opponents stood equal. 

Now it seems wholly fair to say 
this is what has happened in Europe. 
Germany has not crushed France in 
a single campaign. She has harvest- 
ed fruits of victories quite as consid- 
erable as those of the Confederacy 
from Bull Run to Chancellorsville. 
On the other hand, in the recent 
month, every splendid effort of hers 
to crush the armies before her—East 
and West—has _ failed. 

She has given and taken heavy 
blows. But her opponents, like her- 
self, have revealed absolutely no ca- 
pacity for taking punishment. 

Grant’s Discovery. 

It was Gen. Grant who first clearly 
recognized the extent or the task of 
the Union Government before the 
Confederacy could be crushed. It 
was he who first and frankly adopted 
the policy of destruction by “attri- 
tion.’ With his coming, the Civil 
War ceased to be a splendid and 
stirring spectacle, a contest {n which 
chivalry, individual gallantry, even 
collective military superiority played 
the decisive or the conspicuous role. 
It became a business, the brutal, 
grim business of battering to pieces 
a brave opponent inferior in num- 
bers and resources. 

Now, between the situation of Ger- 
many today and that of the Confed- 
eracy in 1862 and 1863, there are par- 
allels which, if they become mislead- 
ing when followed too far, are still 
worthy of note. Outnuimbered the 
Germans already are, even with the 
weakening ald of Austria. German 
armies can no longer keep equal 
strength on all fronts in the face of 
French, Russian, Belgian, British 
and Servian armies already in the 
field, and the balance is bound stead- 
ily to turn against them. 

Again, in resources she is already 
incomparably weaker than her op- 
ponents, for the sea is closed to her, 
as it was to the Confederacy. The 
industrial life of England will con- 


{\ - 


tinue, just as that of the North 
did. In capital, both England and 
France are better cff than Germany, 
whose recent rapid development has 
been on borrowed wealth in no small 
measure. Her industrial tife is now 
paralyzed by the blockade of all of 
her ports, of all of her avenues to 
the neutral world. 

So far in the war the balance of 
success is manifestly in her favor. 
She is still fighting in Belgium, in 
France, in Russia. Is it too much to 
say that in the last month her ene- 
mies have steadily tightened the coil 
about her, relentlessly sealed up her 
remaining avenues of intercourse 
with the world? 

The population of Germany is 66,- 
000,000. The loyal portion of Austro- 
Hungarian population does not ex- 
ceed 25,000,000. But Russia has 150,- 
000,000, France 40,000,000, the United 
Kingdom alone 45,000,000, Belgium 
and Servia together 12,000,000. Here 
are 90,000,000, against nearly 260,000, - 
000. P 


Again, note must be taken of the 
colonial resources of France, as well 
as Great Britain. Asia, Africa, Aus- 
tralia and America are already send- 
ing black, brown and yellow, as well 
as white, troops to the firing line, 
and who can doubt that the allies 
would call upon Japan for army corps 
if necessary, or succeed in getting 
them at a price they would and could 
pay? 

Allies Relentless. 

More than all else, it is necessary 
to recognize the relentlessness and the 
remorseless spirit discoverable alike 
in Paris, London and Petrograd. 
When German cannon were heard at 
the doors of Paris, the enemies of 
Germany signed a treaty which de- 
prived each of the right to make 
peace until all. were agreed. But now 
German cannon are far away from 
Paris, and Russian millions are at 
the Prussian border. 


If London and Paris cherished ridi- 
culous notions of speedy victory in 
the days of Belgian battles, they are 
now frankly conceding that a long 
war is certain. Kitchener is prepar- 
ing, not for the first, but the second 
year. All the news from the capitals 
hostile to Germany is now devoid of 
any hint that there can be speedy or 
considerable victory—decisive en- 
gagement this month or next. 


In a word, the great war has whol- 
ly developed into a long, grinding, 
destructive struggle, in which those 
who possess the advantage of num- 
bers have deliberately adopted the 
policy of Grant, to destroy by “‘at- 
trition,”’ to pound and pound, until 
sea power, superior numbers, great- 
er resources, shall at last have their 
effect. Henceforth, it would seem, 
we are to talk in terms of cam- 
paigns, not battles. Peace is to be 
expected in months, perhaps years. 
The parallel is the Napoleonic : ¢- 
kie from 184 to 1814, not the swift 
annihilation of Sedan or Sadowa.

RUSSIANS DRIVEN 
ACROSS ViSTULA 


Vienna Headquarters Says Ad- 
vance of Austrians and Ger- 
mans Surprised Foe. 


By Associated Press. 

VIENNA, Oct. 7, via Amsterdam and 
London.—The following official staté- 
ment, signed by Gen. von Hoefer, deputy 
chief of the general staff, was given out 
in this city today: 

“Oct. 6 The sudden advance of the 
German and Austrian forces in Russian 
Poland seems to have completely sur- 
prised the Russians. Although they 
moved strong forces from Galicia to the 
north, they were repulsed and driven 
back across the Vistula by the allies, 
while making an effort to cross the 
+iver in the direction of Opatow. 

“Our troops captured a bridge held by 
the Russians near Sandomir (51 miles 
southwest of Lublin in Russian Poland). 

“In Galicia we are advancing in ac- 
cordance with our plans 

“In the vicinity of Tarnovezeg we 
routed a division of Russian infantry.” 


Russian Artillery Doing Heavy Dam- 
age in Przemys!l. 

PARIS, Oct. 7.—A Havas Agency 
dispatch from Petrograd says a report 
from Lemberg, Galicia, states that 
Przemysl, the strong fortress of the 
Austrians, 51 miles west of Lemberg, 
is being bombarded by Russian heavy 
artillery. 

The damage is considerable, houses 
being set on fire by bursting shrap- 
nel. All efforts of the Austrian field 
forces to assist the fort have been un- 
successful and their troops have re- 
treated to Viotslavsk. 

. The War Office’s official communi- 
cation today says, concerning thse 
Russian operations: 

“In Russia, the German army, de- 
feated in the battle of Augustowo. 
which lasted from Sept. 25 to Oct. 2, 
endeavored to arrest the Russian 
pursuit at prepared positions along 
the line of the Wirballen frontier. 
At Lyck, the Russian troops continue 


their advance and at several places 
they have penetrated into East Prus- 
sia. To sum up, the German offensive 
on the Niemen has seen brought to 
an end by a complete check, accom- 
panied by very considerable losses.” 


Russians Advancing Into Hungary ia 
Two Columns. 

ROME, via London, Oct. 7.—A _ dis- 
patch received here from Budapest says 
Russians invading Hungary with the 
intention of effecting a junction with 
the Servians are advancing in two col- 
umns. One column is making an as- 
sault on Heseszumezo-Dihepolje (in 
Northwest Hungary, 66 miles southeast 
of Olmutz) and the other is rapidly de- 
scending the valley of the Nagyan 
against Huszt (province of Marmaros, 
90 miles northeast of Debreczen). 

The Servians are also reported to have 
begun a northeast advance from Sem- 


lin. 


Austrian Ambassador Hears of Aus- 
trian Progress. 
MANCHESTER, Mass., Oct. 7.~—Dr. 
Konstantin The- tor Dumba, . Austro- 
Hungarian Ambassador to the United 
States, said last night he had received 
the following official message by wire- 

less from Vienna: 

“Our troops progress victoriously in 
all defenses in the Carpathians against 
Russians, who are fleeing in disorder. 
Two Montenegrin brigades, which pene- 
trated In Eastern Bosnia, were crushed 
after two days sanguinary fight and 
are at present fleeing over the frontier 
in panic. Several Austrians found in 
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battalion captured by us in Northern 
Bosnia.”’ 

Dr. Dumba said the message was 
signed by Count Berchtold, Secretary 
of Foreign Affairs. 


Artillery From Koenigsberg Protects 
German Retreat. 
PETROGRAD, Oct. 7.—Rear-guard re- 
inforcements with heavy artillery from 
the fortress of Koenigsberg are fighting 
to protect the German retreat. The rail- 
roads westward are entangled with 
trains and at the junctions there have 
been some derailments and collisions. 
Russian aircraft have established the 
fact of a great retreat of the German 

columns westward. 

In the towns which the Germans oc- 
cupy In Poland they have taken every- 
where three hostages—a Catholic priest, 
a rabbi and the Mayor—over whom 
hangs a sentence of death if the rail- 
roads are damaged. 

Russians Reported Within 80 Miles 
of Budapest. 

LONDON, Oct. 7.—The front of the ad- 
vancing Russian army now marching 
against the Germans and the Russians, 
says the Petrograd correspondent of the 
London Standard, extends from a poin: 
near Meme! on the Baltic to the region 
south of the Carpathians in Hungary. 

The main Russian army is continuing 
its advance from the interior turough 
Warsaw in the direction of Posen and 
Breslau. The right wing is moving in 
the direction of Koenigsberg and Dan- 
zig. The left wing is advancing against 
Cracow with the intention of ,sesumine 
the offensive against the Austrian troops 
now reassembling around that ctiy. 

A large force is pursuing the siege of 
Preemsyl, where the fighting has been 
very severe in the last few days. The 
Russian forces, which have crossed the 
Carpathians, are now reported within ® 
miles of Budapest, and news hss reac ted 
the Russian general staff that entrenc’- 
ments and otuer defense works are be- 
ing constructed hastily around that city 

Notwithstanding the vast forces in the 
field, which already are operating at 
great distance from their respective 
bases, the cormmissariat department is 
discharging its duties most efficiently. 
Ressian Advance Against Kast Prus- 

sta Checked, Says Berlin. 

BERLIN, via Amsterdam and London 
Oct. 7.—An official communication given 
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out by the German headquarters staff 
last evening says: 

“In the Easter theater of war, the 
Russians advancing against Hast Prue- 
sia through the province of Suwailki 
have been checked. We have been ene- 
cessful in our attack against the enemy 
near the town of Suwalki. This move- 
ment began yesterday. 

“In Russian Poland our troops on Oct. 
4 disiodged a Russian brigade of the 
Garde Fusiliers from an entrenched po- 
sition between Opatow and Ostrowtlec. 
The Russians lost 300 prisoners and 
several machine guns.

Senate Democrats Increase Lev- 
ies on Brewery and Distillery 
Products to $50,000,000. 


NO ASSESSMENT ON AUTOS 


Charge on Banking Capital and 
Surplus Is Cut from $2 to 
$i on Each $1000. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—The caucus 
of Democrats of the Senate on the 
emergency, war revenue Dill as drafted 
by the Finance Committee was resumed 
today. The conference had failed to 
complete its laber after its sessions, 
which began early yesterday and con- 
tinued until mearfty midnight. A recess 
was taken until today and several im- 


portant features of the war tax meas- 
ure awaited the action of the caucus. 

It was hoped to complete the work of 
revising the bill by the time the Sen- 
ate met today in order to permit the 
attendance of the members of the con- 
ference upon its sessions. 

By the action of the caucus the bur- 
den of $100,000,000 war revenue Dill is im- 
posed upon liquora. The proposed tax 
on beer was increased from 60 cents to 
756 cents a barrel, making the total levy 
$1.75 a barrel, with a drawback of 5 
per cent for purchase of revenue stamps 
in advance. 

A special revenue tax on rectifiers of 
distilled spirits fo 5 cents a gallon was 
also levied. The taxes on liquors, it is 
estimated, would raise more than §$50,- 
000,000 in revenue annually. 

The caucus also eliminated the pro- 
posed tax of 60 cents a horsepower on 
automobile sales, estimated to raise 
$10,000,000, and the proposed levy of 1 
cent a gallon on gasoline, estimated tc 
bring in $10,000,000, and cut in half the 
proposed tax of $2 a thousand dollars 
on banking capital and surplus, thus re- 
ducing the estimated revenue from this 
source from $8,400,000 to $1,700,000. 

When it resumed work today the cau- 
cus took up for consideration the vari- 
ous stamp taxes and levies a perfum- 
ery,. cosmetics and patent medicines. 
Consideration of these proposals had 
been deferred until today, when definite 
estimates on yesterday's caucus action 
were reported.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—According to 
an announcement by Secretary of the 
Treasury McAdoo today, reports thus 
far received from national banks in St. 
Louis, New York and Chicago show that 
banks in each of these cities have, in 
exceptional cases, charged their corre- 
spondents interest as high as 5 per cent 
per annum. 

In New York nearly all loans to corre- 
spondents were made at the uniform 
rate of 6 per cent. In Chicago the pre- 
yailing rate was 7 per cent. In St. 
Louis, while the maximum rate to cor- 
respondents was 8 per cent, the prevail- 
ing rates were 6 and 7 per cent, with 
lower rates in afew cases. In Bos- 
ton, 7.8 per cent was charged in @ few 
cases, although the prevailing rate was 
6 per cent. Philadelphia national banka, 
so far as keard from, report no loans 
in excess of 6 per cent. 

“T have determined not to issue for 
the present any further lists of banks 
which are carrying excessive reserves 
and hoarding money and restricting 
credits,” said the Secretary, ‘because 
there is gratifying evidence that the un- 
wisdom and short-sightedness of this 
policy is being recognized. I have a long 
list of banks which are holding exces- 
five reserves and I shall not hesitate to 
publish it, if it becomes necessary or de- 
sirable in the public interest.”’ 

The Secretary further stated that there 
was evidence in some quarters that in- 
dividuals and corporations were hoard- 
ing money. 

“It is just as reprehensible for them 
to do so as it is for the banks,” said 
the Secretary. ““‘There is no reason why 
people should not deposit money in the 


banks in the usual way and with abso- 


lute confidence, and there is no reason 
why business should not be conducted 
in a norma) way. Banks that are charg- 
ing exorbitant rates of Mterest are sim- 
ply taking advantage of the necessities 
of others.”’ 

The Secretary also said: ‘‘In a number 
of places, which have been brought to 
my notice, the interest rate has been 
put up. arbitrarily by the concerted ac- 
tion of the banks. There is no justifi- 
cation for high interest rates. There 
is no real reason for tight money in this 
country.”’

Philippines. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Charges that 
slavery now is practiced in the Philip- 
pines, despite legislation by the Island 
Assembly, were made in the House yes- 
terday in debate on the Jones Philip- 
pines bill. An amendment by Repre- 
sentative Cooper was adopted declaring 
that “slavery shali not exist in the Phil- 
ippine Islands nor shall involuntary 
servitude exist therein except as a pun- 
ishment for a crime.” 

Other amendments adopted prohibit 
plural marriages and provide that civil 
and political rights in the islands shall 
not rest upon any religious test. Primo- 
#geniture also is prohibited.

Four German and two 
Belgian vessels complete the list. Fifty- 
seven of the vessels operate in Atlantic 
waters, the remaining three being Pa- 
cific liners.

Editor Is Expected to Visit White 
House Soon to Close 
Harvey Incident. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Arrangements 
for taking active part in the coming 
congressional campaign, plans for 
which were laid at a meeting of Presi- 
dent Wilson and his Cabinet, were be- 
ing made today by several members of 
the Cabinet. who will speak in behalf 
of Democratic candidates in many dis- 
tricts. 

| Support to be given Gov. Glynn and 
lithe Democratic ticket in New York in 
the November campaign, occupied the 
attention of the President. Secretary 
Bryan wanted to speak in New York 
next Tuesday, but it was found arrange- 
ments could not be made. Secretary 
McAdoo and Secretary Redfield probably 
will take his place. 

Secretary Bryan, who leaves Wash- 
ington tonight on a stumping tour, to- 
day was putting the finishing touches 
to his speeches. He will first make ad- 
dresses in Ohio, and on Friday and 
Saturday will speak in Indiana. Be- 
ginning Monday, Oct. 19, Bryan will 
start a speaking tour of Western Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Colorado, Wyoming and 
South Dakota, and the ensuing week he 
will talk to voters in North Dakota, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Iowa and Ne- 
braska. His first speech in Missouri 
will be at Springfield, on Oct. 19. 

Watterson to See President. 

Every effort is being made by the 
President to smooth out all differences 
in the Democratic party before the elec- 
tions. Henry Watterson, it is said, in- 
tends to call on the President in order 
to close the incident which caused Col. 
George Harvey and himself to with- 
draw their support of the President-in 
the campaign of 1912, prior to his nomi- 
nation. It is stated that friendly letters 
have passed between the President and 
Watterson. 

The campaign of Representative A-.- 
Mitchel Palmer of Pennsylvania for 
Senate is receiving the President’s 
hearty support. The President has been 
invited by Palmer to speak at an an- 
niversary meeting of the Young Men's 
Christian Association at Pittsburg and 
may accept, but if he does, it is believed 
he will not touch on politics. 

President to Praise Congress. 

Following the adjournment of Con- 
gress, which President Wilson looks for 
next week, the campaign will become 
active. It will be formally launched 
with a letter from the President to Rep- 
resentative Underwood of Alabama, the 
majority leader, in which the President 
will express pleasure at what has ®e 
accomplished during the session, and 
indorse Democratic members seeking re- 
election to the House. 

The leading points to be emphasized 
by Cabinet members in their speeches 
will be that the United States has re- 
mained at peace while the powerful na- 
tions of Europe are at war: the cur- 
rency, tariff and conservatism measures 
and the skillful manmer in which Presi- 
dent Wilson met the critical situation 
immediately following the starting of 
the European conflict.

YOUNG MILLIKEN 
THREATENED Wit | 
REFORM SCHOCL 


Judge Gives Boy Speeder Scare, 
but Says He Will Put Him 
Under Long Parole. 


John T¥ Milliken Jr., 16 years old, of 
11560 Belt avenue, son of a millionaire 
mining magnate and chemical manu- 
facturer, had a few of the terrors of 
the Juvenile Court presented to him

To a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Judge Hennings said he would parole 
Milliken tomorrow for an indefinite 
time, so that any future infractions of 
the speed laws could be handled with- 
out trying the case again. 

Judge Hennings said he did not think 
ycung .Milliken Was such a bad boy 
at heart, but that he had been given an 
automobile and “ail kinds of money”’ 
and that he had Been “going the 
limit.”* 

Milliken spent the morning in the Ju- 
venile courtroom as a prisoner, in the 
custody of the Sheriff, facing the gloomy 
rrospect of eating a few meals and 


spending a night in the House of De- 


tention at 122 Clark avenue, but at noon 
Judge Hennings let the boy go home on 
promise of good behavior. 

Milliken now is under parole from the 
St. Louis County Juvenile Court, hav- 
ing been convicted there last October 
on two indictments for reckless driving 
and fined $125.

The Price of Cotton. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Unless the “Buy-a-Bale’ Committee of the 
Business Men's League has pledged itself to pay 
10 cents a pound for cotton with money sub- 
scribed for that purpose it seems to me that the 
criticism of its action in proposing to buy “‘at 
market rates” is hardly fair. While the buy-a- 
bale movement is philanthropic, it is not a char- 
itable enterprise. It simply proposes, as I un- 
derstand it, an advatce payment on cotton for 
which there is no present market, with the ob- 
ject of helping those who have raised it. There 
is no reason why this committee should pay more 
than the market price of cotton to accomplish 
this end unless it is pledged to the public to do so.

UNAMERICAN CLASS LEGISLATION, 

The Clayton anti-trust bill favors the trusts by 
failing to make prison punishment, or any seri- 
ous financial punishment, compulsory for con- 
victed monopolists. Thus by indirection it ex- 
empts Big Business from real punishment of any 
kind under the anti-monopoly laws. 

The bill favors organized labor by specifically 
exempting labor and agricultural unions from 
prosecution under the anti-monopoly laws. In this 
it violates the basic principle of free government 
—the equality of ali citizens before the laws. This 
vicious exemption was necessitated, as a political 
expedient, by the prior exemption, cited above, of 
Big Business. | 

Here we have victous, unamerican class legis- 
lation favoring the mighty capitalists and the or- 
ganized laborers against the great middle class of 
society, which finds itself each year harder 
pressed between the extortions of the monopolists 
and the requirements of the workers for higher 
wages and shorter hours. 

There can be neo question but President Wilson 
would be giad to approve an antitrust bill gtving 
thé people the full measure of protection prom- 
ised by the Democratic platform. If such a law 
be mot enacted, the fault will be that of the 
Democratic majorities in the House and Senate, 
which thus far have betrayed their party’s prom- 
ises and the people’s just expectation. They well 
know the President would mot veto, but would 
be delighted to sign, precisely the kind of bill the 
Democratic party promised to pass if the peo- 
ple would entrust it with power at Washiugton.

REACH THE SELLER OF THE GUN. 
Here is the nub of a tragedy told in Tuesday's 
news: 

He went over on Franklin avenue and pur- 
chased a revolver for $2, the merchant throw- 


ing in 10 cartridges on the deal. 
To what extent is the Franklin avenue mer- 


chant who sold the revolver particeps criminis 
with the young man who bought it, shot his moth- 
er-in-law with it and tried to kill himself? Le- 
gally the merchant !s not guilty of offense, but 
morally the burden is his and it is shared by 
the community as a whole which permits the sale 
of deadly weapons without restriction. 

The law declares it an offense to carry deadly 
weapons concealed ‘‘without written permission 
from the Mayor.” This provision stops no man 
who desires to shoot. Legally free to buy a re- 
volver he will take a chance on being caught 
with it concealed before he can accomplish his 
deadly purpose. But the law could actually ef- 
fect its purpose if it placed the finger of inhibition 
on the sale. The sale is a definite, tangible point 
in the sequence of ‘events which are afterwards 
beyond the law’s reach. By restricting the sale 
the law has two persons whom it can hold re- 
sponsible. And the sale can be regulated and re- 
stricted upon precisely the same terms as the

THE BELGIAN OASE. 

In a letter in the New York Times, Dr. Bernard 
Dernburg says that Belgian neutrality at the be- 
ginning of the war was “very one-sided”: that 
“as early as the 25th of June Liege was full of 
French soldiers”; that Belgium “had been in 
league with the allies long before the conflagra- 
tion broke out.” ; 

Such a statement from the former German Oo- 
lonial Secretary merits scrutiny, as the strongest 
Statement of the plea that France was the first 
to break Belgian neutrality. 

Unfortunately, Dr. Dernburg has a faulty brief. 
i It is demolished by the highest possible authority. 

Far from having been invaded by the French, 
the Belgians complain that they were left to their 
fate, even after they were attacked. Sir Hdward 
Grey demanded and received the plainest state- 
ment of the French determination not to invade 
Belgium. The Belgian Gray Book, appearing 
only yesterday, gives the exact language of the 
French Minister in Brussels on July 81 to the 
Belgian Cabinet: “I am authorized to deolare 
that, in case of an international conflict, the Gov- 
ernment of the Republic, as it has always de- 
clared, will respect the neutrality of Belgium.” 

Germany was notified of this fact and was as- 
sured by Belgium that she would protect her 
neutrality against any nation. 

But the most convincing disproof of Dr. Dern- 
burg’s plea comes from the German Chancel'or 
himself. Speaking in the Reichstag Aug. 4, Herr 
von Bethmann-Holweg said: 

“It is true that the French Government hae de- 
clared at Brussels that France is willing to respect 
the neutrality of Belgium as long as her op- 
ponents respect it. * * * France could wait, 
but we could not wait. * * * §0 we were com- 
pelled to overrule the just protests of the l.ux- 
emburg and Belgian Governments. The wrong— 
I speak openly—that we are committing we wit! 
endeavor to make good.” * * * 

This is unanswerable. The correctness of the 
French and Belgian attitude, “the wrong” that 
Germany had been “compelled to commit,” rest 
upon the public word of Bismarck’s successor at 
the head of the imperial Government. For hu- 
manity’s sake it were well if excuse could be 
found for the devastation of a gallant little land, 
protected by the treaty of the Powers, Germany 
included. But there js none. None can plausibly 
be devised or profitably attempted. 

The neutrality treaty was a “scrap of paper” 
when Germany needed the Belgian road to get at 
her enemies.

SELLING HORSES TO BHLLIGERENTS. 
Readers are inquiring as to the right, under in- 
ternational law, of agents of Great Britain and 
France to buy horses, for use in the armies of 
the Allies. 

The Hague convention of 1907, on Neutrality, 
laid down certain articles for governing the acts 
of neutral nations. Article 7 of this convention 
reads: 

“A neutral state is not bound to prevent ex- 
portation or transit for the account of either bel- 
ligerent, of arms, munitions of war, and, in gen- 
eral, of anything which may be useful for an 
army or a fleet.” 

But ff such a neutral state chooses to make re- 
strictions with regard to the export of those 
things mentioned {n Article 7, such restrictions 
must be applied uniformly by it to both belliger- 
ents. 

In general, no purely mercantile transactions 


jare considered a violation of neutrality. Germany 
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Constitutional Amendment, for woman suffrage, 
Missourl women are appealing for votes in order 
that they may aid in the protection of girls by 
raising the age of consent, which is now fixed 
by law at 14 years. 

Whether this amendment carries or not, Mis- 
sour! girls should be legally protected, as the 
women, and all good men, desire. 

Progressive states, and practically all European 
countries, have raised the age of consent to 16 
years. A law withholding protection for girls be- 
low this age is barbarous and a disgrace to a 
state or community. 


THE READER’S WAR GUIDE, 
We have at last heard from the 
Weather Bird, who has been attending 
the inside theater of war for several 
daya The outside theater had become 
so dull that one was beginning to have 
the sensation of having seen the same 
thing every day for a week. The 
Weather Bird therefore determined to 
try the inside theater, and we have 
from him a very thrilling report. He 
says there is a pitched battle on the 
third page, and that with more Russians 
arriving all the time, the Germans try- 
ing to show the Austrians how to fight 
and the din of Cossacks everywhere, 
the outside theater of war seems by 
comparison to have the quiet flavor of 
a ladies’ tea. He says the marked dif- 
ference between the inside and outside 
theaters ig that there is no stopping the 
Russians. The enemy will run out of 
armmunition sooner than the Cyar will 
run out of men. He has only to deter- 
mine how many can occupy the papgr 
at once without being in one another's 
way. The Weather Bird says that for 
the Russians at least the war is only 
just beginning. They are still mobil- 
izing, and regard the battles alréady 
fought as preliminary skirmishes. He 
says that when they all get mobilized 
and start for the front page, they will 
take Germans, cuts, Austrians, adver- 
tisements and everything with them, 
even as an avalanche takes the trees. 
We have proposed to the Generals in 
the outside theater of war that iff they 
will reduce their forces about two-thirds 
they oan probably make the battle on 
the front page come out one way or the 
other. They would then have left In the 
field armies of a size able to whip one 
another in case either makes a mistake. 
This is not the case now, as we very 
well know. Both Gen. Pau and Gen. 
von Kluck have made mistakes, but 
neither has suffered anything more than 
the condemnation of military experts. 
There have always been troops enough 
in the line to come to their relief. Avia- 
tion, moreover, renders futile any at- 
tempt they may make to surprise one 
another. The least shifting of troops is 
immediately detected, and the two arm- 
jes could march all over Europe without 
being able to flank one another. We 
will give that battle a few more days, 
ang if {t doesn’t come to a head we will

AT OROSSING., 

Observations taken at three important 
crossings of an Eastern railroad made tt 
quite plain why trains kill so many peo- 
ple in automobiles. In eight hours 923 
automobiles crossed. Of the whole num- 
ber of drivers, 87 per cent, or 801, aid not 
look up the track in either direction be- 
fore they crossed. Dighty-three of them, 
or 8 per cent, looked one way, and 3, 
or 4 per cent, looked both ways. 

Here we have it quite plainly. People 
driving automobiles are so full of the 
consciousness of luxury that they have 
virtually no thought to spare te the im- 
portant detail of whether or not a train 
is coming. The man driving a bugsy. 
having enjoyed that luxury long enough 
to have rendered it somewhat common- 
place, is very wary of trains. The man 
afoot, reduced to the minimum of either 
pride or delight in the way he is getting 
about, must be rendered defective by 
liquor or slip to get caught at all. 

The psychology of automobile driving 
is rather grimly demonstrated in the 
sudden appearance of a train when no- 
body is looking. Sailing around on in- 
flated rubber, vehicled at a cost which 
comparatively few can afford, and re- 
posing on squeh seats, one is not in that 
mental attitude toward the rest of ths 
world which assumes a share of its 
cares, and the awakening is sometimes 
tragic enough. Recently a driver on the 
outskirts of New York ran through the 
gate at a crossing and struck a flying 
express train. He was not of this earth, 
either before or after the accident hap- 
pened. There are blind crossings, but 
there are more blind drivers. It is the 
blindness of what may be denominated 
the rubber-tired life.
